diminish the industrial force more than 
it is increased by the resumption o 
the Bethlehem Steel works and a fev 
other concerns. The controlling fac 
is that, although in two instances 
wages have been increased, the earn 
ings'bf the working force and its pur 
chasing power are not on the whole 
enlarging at present, and prices of the 
chief farm products do not materially 
improve. 


"Cotton reached Gc last Saturday 


and has reacted 3-10c after a week of 
heavy speculation. Crop estimates of 
the New Orleans Cotton Exchange 
averaged 9,250,000 bales, and a hirgei 
quantity has come into sight this year 
than at this date in IS'.U, when the 
yield was over 9,000.000 bales. 


"Wheat is %c higher than a week 


ago, and Western receipts still exceed 
last year's, amounting, since July 1, to 
103,500,000 bushels, against 100,800,000

What He Thinks of the Army and its Need* 


—His Annual Report* 


WASJTIXGTON, Dec. 1.—Secretary of 


War Lamont has submitted his annual 
report to the president. 
In the esti- 


mate for the fiscal year 1S95-90 the sec- 
retary places the total at 552,31.8,000, 
which is 
a 
reduction of 
§100,000 


from the 
total 
appropriations 
of 


the present year. The number of en- 
listed men in service on October 31 was 
25,510. Deducting the sick, those in 
confinement, recruits not yet joined, 
those absent on furlough and others 
employed in staff departments or on 
detached service, the effective field 
strength on the same date was 20,114 
of all arms. 


Secretary Lamont recommends that 


congress enact the legislation neces- 
sary to establish in the army the bat- 
talion formation now adopted 
by 


the armies of 
every other 
civil- 


ized nation. As necessary to effect 
that change, he says, I recommend 
the 
removal of the limit of 25,- 


000 men fixed by the act of June 
18, 1874, and a return to the limit fixed 
by the act of July 15, 1870. Legisla- 
tive approval of these two proposi- 
tions will restore to the effective force 
about 4,000 enlisted men, bringing the 
actual strength of the army up to the 
nominal strength now fixed by law. 
By these changes the army will be in- 
creased in efficiency 20 per cent., in 
numbei'S about 1GX per cent., and in 
cost of maintenance only about 0 per 
cent.

John the Baptist in Prison Sends a 


Message of Inquiry to Jesus.—(Matt. 
11:3, 3; Luke 7:18, 19.) In March A. D. 
28, some four months previous to this 
lesson, John the Baptist had been im- 
prisoned by Herod in the lonely castle 
of Machervis in the land of Moab, nine 
miles east of tho northern end of the 
Dead sea, on the brink of a great 
precipice, above tho steaming' hot 
fountains of Calllrrhoe, and in the 
midst of a scone of most remarkable 
natural desolation. 


The Discouraged Prophet. 
Almost 


all mon i f great and stirring deeds 
have had their seasons of discourager 
ment and depression. 
For example, 


Moses, David, Elijah. 
Almost every 


worker for God has at some time been 
with Ihinyan's Christian in Doubting 
Castle of Giant Despair. No wonder, 
then, that the young prophet, John 
tho liaptist, had for a brief time this 
bitter experience. The causes were: 
1) Probably physical weakness and ill 
lealth, caused by long confinement in 
a damp, dreary dungeon. 
It takes 


more religion to make a dyspeptic 
smile than a perfectly healthy person 
io rojoiqo in Pisgah glories. (3) There 
was a reaction from his exalted labors, 
sis reproof of kings, his leadership of 
the multitudes, his intense preaching, 
his anxioty t,Q,£aye men. There is very 
often a depressive reaction after intense 
nervous strain. 
The valley of the 


shadow of death is often but a short 
ourney from the mountains of Eeulah. 
(3) Another cause may have been from 
inexperience, for John was young, only 
about 32 years old. (4) Jesus probably 
was very different from his ideal of the 
Messiah. His whole mode of life was 
very different from John's. 
Where 


was 
the conqueror, the purger of 


tho threshing floor, the 
baptizer 


with the Holy Ghost? (5) The appar- 
ent' failure of his life, of his plans and 
hopes, no doubt greatly aided his de- 
pression. 
His life was ending in his 


very prime, after only two years of 
labor for his Lord. (0) His strange 
and unaccountable neglect by Jesus. 
Only one Inmdred miles away from his 
dreary castle, among the lovely hills of 
Galilee, Jesus, the Messiah, the Re- 
deemer from God, the glorious king, is 
preaching the Gospel for the poor, de- 
liverance to the captive. If he strictly 
is the Messiah who was "to open the 
prison doors and set the captives free," 
why did he not open these prison doors 
and set his captive friend and cousin 
free? Why did not, he who wrought 
miracles for strangers work one for his 
forerunner? 
(7) Another cause may 


have been the narrowness of his out- 
look. In the midnight darkness of his 
dungeon he coxild not easily realize 
that the world might be flooded with 
light. In his own seeming failure, he 
might not see signs of success else- 
where. 
In the smoke of the battle, 


the poace after victory seems^ afar off. 
Narrow outlooks often dishearten us, 
when broader views would give us cour- 
age and hope.
